Mrs. Ward was active in lit¬ 
erary circles through the Val¬ 
ley and was a member of the 
Arts Guild. She was a charter 
member of the Sierra Madre 
Woman's Club. * 

Mrs. Ward had studied mu¬ 
sic at the New York Conserva¬ 
tory of Music, but did not use 
this training professionally. 

She lived in Sierra Madre at 
109 East Grandview. She was 
born in Naugatuck, Conn.

"If I got a buyer, you'd make 
me round off the curbs to a 20- 
foot radius," Osgood quipped, 
referring to a controversial re¬ 
quirement of the subdivision 
ordinance. 

"Well, in Arcadia someone 
got a buyer for their city hall, 
and then the Council got busy,” 
Vannier said. Arcadia sold its 
quarters for $100,000 then 
bought 13 acres for $39,000 and 
built up plans for a new Civic 
Center.

Change in routing of a pro¬ 
posed scenic major highway 
through the north section of 
Sierra Madre will be recom¬ 
mended to the County Regional 
Planning Commission. 

The City Planning Commis¬ 
sion at its meeting this week 
took up the recommendation of 
City Engineer Howard W. Brod 
and will p ass it on to the 
county agency. 

Brod pointed out that the 
city does not want a major 
highway cutting through its 
topside as proposed in the 
county master plan of high¬ 
ways. The highway is known 
as Alta Loma drive, and it is 
supposed to hug the foothill 
line from Altadena to Mon¬ 
rovia. 


By routing the future high¬ 
way down the extension of 
Rosemead boulevard to Foot¬ 
hill, the plan for Sierra Madre 
can be abandoned, Brod said. 

The extension of Rosemead 
boulevard to Altadena was ap¬ 
proved recently by the Board of 
Supervisors. 

When it was brought out rec¬ 
ently that the scenic highway 
which was first approved in 
1929, would force the removal 
of many existing homes here, 
the city planners cried: "Im¬ 
possible!” 

The Commission had taken 
no action to seek a change in 
the plan, however, until Brod 
brought in his study and rec¬ 
ommendation.

Lou¬ 
ise Annas, a polio case of this 
year in Sierra Madre, attends 
Sunday School at this church.

PE to File For 
Sierra Madre Rail 
Line Abandonment 

Sierra Madre’s rail line and 
seven others will have to give 
way to buses, the Pacific Elec¬ 
tric company finally told the 
California Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission in a -formal petition 
filed this week. 

Besides the Sierra Madre line 
the following will be included 
in a petition for abandonment 
which will be filed sometime in 
the future: 

Santa Ana, Newport Beach, 
Los Angeles- Baldwin Park, 
Pasadena Short Line, Pasadena 
Oak Knoll, Glendora and Ven¬ 
ice Short Line. 

The petition filed this week 
by the P. E. asked for permis¬ 
sion to delay compliance with 
an order to relocate car stops 
(to the far side of street cross¬ 
ings) "pending outcome of ap¬ 
plications TO BE filed for 
abandonment of rail passenger 
service on above designated 
lines." 

A survey has indicated, the 
company said, that rail opera¬ 
tions will be continued on the 
Los Angeles-Long Beach; Los 
Angeles-San Pedro, Los Angel¬ 
es-B u r b a n k-Glendale; Van 
Nuys and the Hollywood Boule¬ 
vard lines. 

Pacific Electric officials many 
times before have indicated 
that abandonment of many 
rail lines was being considered. 
But this is the first time that 
they have officially told the 
state commission that applica¬ 
tion would be made for remov¬ 
al of Jtracks. 

Before any line may be 
abandoned, however, public 
hearings must be held by the 
Public Utilities Commission.

City Council 
Looks For 
Engineer

The City Council this week 
was looking for a city engineer 
and technical advisor. 

Howard W. Brod, who has 
served as engineer here, sub¬ 
mitted his resignation, effect¬ 
ive March 1, to the city fathers 
after he was named as city 
manager of San Carlos (popu¬ 
lation: 12,000) in the northern 
part of the state. 

The City Council of San Car¬ 
los (near Redwood City) picked 
Brod as city manager from a 
long list of candidates. 

Brod has been city engineer 
here about four months. He was 
in charge of all technical as¬ 
pects of city operation. 

His salary here was estab¬ 
lished at $425 a month. San 
Carlos will pay him $600 a 
month under a year’s contract. 

Councilman Herman Barter 
said that Brod had given Sier¬ 
ra Madre invaluable service 
and that the job would be dif¬ 
ficult to fill. 


A program for increasing 
after-school recreation by 57 
per cent in Sierra Madre was 
laid out in a letter sent this 
week by the School Board and 
the Recreation Commission to 
County Manager Wayne Allen. 

The outline for increasing fa¬ 
cilities here pointed out that 
785 additional hours of out-of¬ 
school activities would be pro¬ 
vided. This program was pre¬ 
pared in applying for a con¬ 
tract under which the county 
would foot the bill for the in¬ 
creased play time. 

It was worked out by the 
Recreation Commission and the 
School Board following a con¬ 
ference two weeks ago with Al¬ 
len. At that time Recreation 


Commission President A1 Mor¬ 
gan, Councilman William Kin¬ 
ney and School Trustee Howell 
White Jr. worked over details 
of the proposed contract with 
the county manager. 

According to the letter writ¬ 
ten by White for the School 
Board, the additional cost of 
the program will amount to 
$1165. Of this amount, the 
county would pay $1162. 

The money the county would 
pay into the recreation fund 
represents one-quarter of the 
total recreation expenditure. It 
would come from funds appro¬ 
priated by the Board of Super¬ 
visors for keeping school 
grounds open after school 
hours. 


County Manager Allen said 
that the negotiations with Si¬ 
erra Madre would be used as a 
model for negotiations with 
other small school districts. So 
far, only Los Angeles and Pasa¬ 
dena have been granted coun¬ 
ty funds. 

White’s letter said: 

“The Recreation Commission 
for 1948-49 has had an alloca¬ 
tion from the city of $3500. In 
addition to this amount, how¬ 
ever, the School District is ex¬ 
pending an additional $1150 for 
recreational purposes—$400 al¬ 
located for treatment and 
maintenance of playgrounds 
and $250 for after-school super¬ 
vision of play plus the sum of

RED JET PLANES NOW 
PATROL BERING STRAITS 
SAYS WHALEY 

Soviet jet planes are now pa¬ 
trolling the International Date 
line and Bering Straits. This 
has been definitely established 
by observers along the Arctic 
shore, Frank Whaley, promin¬ 
ent Nome flyer, told Jessen’s 
Weekly. Whaley disclosed this 
information before leaving Fair¬ 
banks. 

“In addition to reports given 
us by natives, I saw a Soviet 
jet on patrol in Bering Straits,” 
Whaley said. “The day I 
checked out Jim Brooks, CAA 
operator of Wales in a Piper 
Cruiser, I saw one of the Rus¬ 
sian jets flying north on the 
Dateline. I saw it circle Big 
Diomede Island and then streak 
for the mainland. It was the 
fastest flying plane I have ever 
seen,” Whaley told Jessen’s 
Weekly. 

Whaley confirmed further 
Russian activities on the Si¬ 
berian shore. An airport beacon 
on the mainland opposite St. 
Lawrence Island is now in regu¬ 
lar operation and considerable 
ship activity is seen along the 
coast. 

The natives at Wales and 
Little Diomede have noticed 
“listening posts” being built on 
the eastern side of Big Dio¬ 
mede to watch the Eskimos on 
the American island. Because of 
the recent detention of Ameri¬ 
can Eskimos on Big Diomede, 
tension is mounting along the 
Arctic Coast.

“Alcoholics are emotionally 
sick people with personality 
traits which can be recognized 
by psychologists,” says Dr. 
Morse P. Manson, psychologist 
and lecturer for University Ex¬ 
tension, University of Califor¬ 
nia. 

“Seven traits frequently not¬ 
ed in alcoholics are: (1) anx¬ 
iety, (2) depressive fluctuations, 
(3) emotional sensitivity, (4) 
feelings of resentment, (5) fail¬ 
ure to complete social objec¬ 
tives, (6) feelings of isolation, 
and (7) poor interpersonal re¬ 
lations. Female alcoholics ap¬ 
pear to have more symptoms 
of maladjustment than male al¬ 
coholics,” wrote Dr. Manson in 
a recent analysis prepared for 
the Yale University Quarterly 
Journal of Studies on Alcohol. 

“Alcoholics, to a great extent 
are products of their culture,” 
says Dr. Manson. “Therefore, it 
is incumbent upon society—sci¬ 
ence, education, medicine, gov¬ 
ernment, industry, and business 
—to provide adequate rehabili¬ 
tation and research facilities to 
restore the mental health and 
economic productivity of mil¬ 
lions of alcoholic citizens.” For 
University Extension this 
spring he will conduct a class 
on Personnel Psychology start¬ 
ing February 7 at the Exten¬ 
sion center in downtown Los 
Angeles.

2. Allowed Mrs. H. L. Bussey 
of 390 Sycamore place to put 
a kitchen in a garage apart¬ 
ment providing she signed a 
waiver specifying that no 
building will be placed on an 
adjoining vacant lot. 

3. Postponed, pending an en¬ 
gineering survey, action on the 
subdivision petition of E. R. 
Mitchell at 119 Esperanza who 
asked to split a lot. 

4. Allowed Mrs. J. S. Miller 
to withdraw her petition for di¬ 
vision of property a t North 
Sunnyslde and West Laurel af- 
ter the Commission informed 
her that she would have to 
round off a curb to a 20-foot 
radius in compliance with a 
subdivision ordinance require¬ 
ment. 

This requirement, the Com¬ 
mission pointed out, is to elim¬ 
inate "blind corners.” The city 
contends that such a law is 
enforcable under the subdivis¬ 
ion ordinance. Such a require¬ 
ment is imposed on property 
owners who wish to divide cor¬ 
ner lots although t h e other 
three corners of an intersection 
would remain “square.” 

"It's a lot of hooey," said 
Commission Member Johnson. 

5. Allowed Mayor Milton 
Steinberger to divide and sell a 
portion of property just north 
of the northwest corner of Au¬ 
burn avenue and Sierra Madre 
boulevard, providing the city 
is given and 18 foot easement 
for an alley. 

6 . Told Subdivider John Os¬ 
good that he could get a build¬ 
ing permit ior about 25 small 
homes in Cypress court after 
Osgood said he was willing to 
deed easement ior streets to 
the city. 

Osgood said he would have 
to tear down at least one ex¬ 
isting building for the street 
development but that he would 
do it for the sake of streets. 
He pointed to one of the little 
houses in his tract and said, 

‘Tve got a pretty good little 
house here that I wouldn’t 
want to d i s t u r b—it’s got a 
bathroom in it” 

Although the Commission 
suggested that one of the 
streets be named "Osgood Cir¬ 
cle,” Osgood said it would 
probably be called “Richardson 
Ranch road.” 

Mrs. de Wright said that Os¬ 
good should be given credit 
for his co-operation. 

"Without any pressure on the 
part of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion, John Osgood has volun¬ 
tarily done a fine thing for the 
community by eliminating 
what could become a bad slum 
condition by substituting a fine 
development," she said.
